W. HUTTON of Kimberly, South Africa, and Louis Davidson of 


New York City arrived in Reno yesterday. 
Both gentlemen 


* are direct from the China coast, the very seat of operations 


in the Far East. They spent "fourteen months in the newspaper busi- 
ness in Shanghai, conducting f.ie Bund, a weekly paper subsidized at 
the rate of $500 per month by the Russian government. 
The young 


men bring ba«k a startling report of the condition of affairs in the 
Orient. 


"There i=; not a foreigner in China or Japan today." said Mr. Hut- 


ton, "who is not praying for victory for the Russian arms. Not because 
the cause of Russia is just, mind you, but for the reason that the 
Japanese are the most unfair creatures on the face of the earth. There 
is nothing just in their makeup. In their own country they have de- 
clared a boycott on all foreigners and no one but a Japanese can exist 
in the land i of the Mikado. When backed up by numbers the Japa- 
nese will fight, but place him on an equal footing with an English- 
man or an American and he is the rankest kind of a coward. 


"The sympathy expressed for the 'little brown man' in the news- 


papers is nothing less than advertising space. 
In Shanghai alone 


the Japanese government has every paper with the exception of one . 
or two of'lesser note sub-pensioned at the rate of from $500 to $5000 ; 
per month. 
As long as this subsidy keeps up the glory of the Japanese , 


arms will be exploited, 


"The same can be said of London and all sources of news that tend 
• 


to picture the Japanese as heros. 
You have my word for it, Russia 


will not lose this war. Japan is now paying 8 1-2 per cent on all of 
its immense loan, while Russia i« paying only 5 per cent and its calls 
for money always meet with prompt answer. 
Japan 
has 
mortgaged 


every interest it owns or expects to own on the islands, while Russia 
as yet has not started to draw on its resources. It will be a battle of 
endurance, the strength depending more on money than on the prowess 
of either army or navy. 


"The press reports of either side are not worthy of strong reliance, 


for they come from orejudiced sources on each side, only the Japanese 
are more enterprising in subsidizing every avenue of news 
in 
the 


Orient. As I said before, the Japanese are the most thoroughly de- 
spired people In Europe. Russia with all her faults is preferable, and j 
notwithstanding the fact that the line is squarely drawn those who un- * 
derstand the situation sympathize with the Muscovite. 


"If Japan is victorious in this struggle the United States will be 


its next foe. It is an open boast of the Japanese now that as soon J.s 
Russia is defeated the Mikado will rei>^h for the Philippine Islands and 
fight to retain them. 
Tlie yellow peril is not an idle fancy; it is a 


real dark cloud that now menaces the entire world."

X offering his ach ice to Russia to sue foi peace, tho 


President has committed a breach of good lasts, 


and made himself the Happy Hooligan of international 
politics. 
AndT like Happy Hooligan, he is suffering- the 


consequences of his irresistable desire to "butt in." He has 
been very properly snubbed by Russia, and the powers of 
the world are laughing at the spectacle. 


Russia has hart the hardest kind of luck in this wai. 


On land and on sea she has suffered a series of catastro- 
phies that would have daunted or quenched the spirit of 
many another nation, ai strong and as proud as she. 
Were she to sue for peace now she would be subjected to 
the most humiliating treatment and the most exorbitant 
demands. Let her continue the \sar and no matter how it 
rnay end, she will have to pay no more than she would 
were It to terminate at the present moment. 


Like a pugilist who has fought a hard battle and suf- 


fered a terrific beating, Russia, blinded with blood, and 
reeling in dizziness, still holds to her feet, and has a punch 
left. 
If she quits here, the decision, with its costs, is 


against her. If she fights on, that reserve punch may 
knock out her opponent, and neutralize, or even wipe out 
the record of the disasters endured until now. 


By the "reserve punch" we allude to the army of Gen- 


eral Linevitch in Manchuria, which will shortly be locked 
in a death struggle with the forces of Oyama. And until 
the battle which is to decide the supremacy of these two 
forces has taken place, it is the duty of President Roose- 
velt to lay away his peace proposals in some refrigerator 
or in some equally cool place where they will keep. 


Russia was our friend when the saffron-skinned sons of 


Shinto did not know we were alive, and we showed no 
gratitude for it in her present trouble. And now, in her 
hour of agony, travail, humiliation, the least we may do 
is to keep our hands off,

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A "WHY" FOR GILBERT

HE President has shown a praisworthy determination 


to get the scalps of the Oregon land thieves. When 


the plan of prosecuting them uas first put into execution, 
he assigned Francis J. Heney, who had made a reputation 
as a capable and conscientious praisworthy attorney, to 
assist the U. S. District Attorney of Oregon. When it was 
discovered that the I". S District Attorney was not acting 
in good faith, the President removed him and appointed 
Heney in his stead. And when Heney reported the U. S. 
Marshal for derelection of duty in the same case, th" 
Marshal \\as promptly replaced by an honest man. 


And it is because of this evident detennination on the 


part of the administration to do the right thing that Judge 
Hunt, of the Unite'd States District Court of Montana, was 
selected to try the case, in place of Judge Bellinger, who 
died while it was pending. 


But the administration ha.s struck a snag in the person 


of Judge Bilbeit. presiding justice of the Ninth Circuit, 
•nho has assigned Judge De Haven to sit in judgment on 
the land fraud cases. 


The situation is interesting. 
The Attorney General's 


office, representing the President, claims the right to name 
the trial judge, and it wants Judge Hunt because it kno\\s 
him as a just and competent jurist. Judge Gilbert claims 
the right to name the setting judge, and selects Judge De 
Haven. Why? Because he wants to. 


Judge Gilbert will have to dig up a better answer than 


that before he can relieve the minds of the American peo- 
ple of the suspicion that the selection of Judge De Haven 
was prompted by mo'ives that will not bear close scru- 
tiny. 


And, granting that hig selection shall be allowed t-> 


stand, the American people may begin to prepare for the 
miscarriage of justice, inevitable whenever iligotten wealth 
is brought to bay for its crimes.

HE news of the proposed promotion of Commissioner 


Garfield to the secretaryship of the navy in place 


of Paul Morton must come to the admirers of the Presi- 
dent as a stream of ice water to one arising from a warm 
bed on a frosty morning.

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Bridge Commission Accepts the 
'Specifications Presented by 


J. B. Leonard 


No time Is to be lost by the bridge 


commission in the construction of the 
concrete bridge across the Truckee 
river at Virginia street. 


The commission yesterday accepted 


the plans of John B. Leonard, a San 
Francisco bridge engineer, and will 
meet again this morning to look over 
the advertisement for bids which will 
be prepared 
by 
District 
Attorney 


Craig. 
TTie board will advertise for 


bids for thirty days and will award 
the contract early in July. 


The bridge is to be a two span re- 


inforced stee.1 structure and will be 
124 feet in length. 


While the bridge will be strengthen- 


ed with a steel frame it will have a 
solid concrete appearance and will be 
a handsome structure. 


While it is impossible to determine 


just how much mo.iey the bridge will 
cost until bids have been opened by 
the commission it will probably be less, 
than $40,000, the amount of bond is- 
sue authorized by the last legislature. 


The bonds will be made in denomin- 


ations to be decided at today's meet- 
ing and will bear interest at the rate 
of 10 per cent. 


County Surveyor Stewart, who is a 


member of the commission and con- 
sulting engineer for the board, stated 
yesterday that the commission was 
very well satisfied with the plans and 
he believed that the bridge would be 
in every way satisfactory. 


J. B. Leonard, whose plans were ac- 


cepted by the board, discussing the 
matter yesterday, said: 


"The bridge, according to the plans 


will be 
the 
best 
and 
handsomest 


bridge in the west, both from an ar- 
chitectural and structural point 
of 


view. 


"By reinforced concrete we mean a 


bridge built of concrete and steal, in 
which all the desirable elements of the 
concrete are utilized and its weaker 
elements are overcome by the intro- 
duction of steel members. It possesses 
the advantage of being a progressive 
structure in that it improves with age. 
When the bridge is accepted by the 
commission it will be in a poorer con- 
dition than it will ever be again. One 
year from the date of its acceptance 
it will have greatly improved, five 
years will have seen a further improve- 
ment and this increment of strength 
wili continue for a period of years. 


"It is the type of construction that 


is being adopted by the principal trunk 
line railroads of the east. 
They are 


replacing so far as possible their steel 
bridges with reinforced concrete of the 
type of the bridge which is to be built 
here. 


"The people of Reno will have good 


reason to be proud of the Virginia 
street bridge when it lis completed. It 
•will without any question be one of the 
best and most sightly bridges built 
in the west. 


Washoe County Will Show In- 


crease of One Million in 


Taxable Property 


When County Assessor Beard makes 


his return of the assessable property in 
Washoe county on September 1st the 
tax rolls will show an increase of $1,- 
000,000 over the preceding year. 


With thig increase in the value of 


property within the limits of Washoe 
county, comes a decrease in the levy 
of approximately 20 per cent. 


Last year the basis for taxation in 


the towns of the county was thirty and 
a half mills as against twenty-five and 
a fifth'roills for the current year. Upon 
farm and rural property the rate was 
eighteen and a half mills a year ago 
and fifteen mills for the present an- 
nual period. 


Assessor Beard has four deputies in 


the field making a list of the taxable 
property in the county. They are mak- 
ing an increase in the valuation of 10 
per cent right through, on all classes 
of Washoe county property. 


While this year's record of valuation 


will increase $1,000,000, the tax levy 
has decreased about 20 per cent, so it 
may be seen that the property own- 
ers will pay about 10 per cent l«ss 
taxes^ than heretofore, despite the fact 
that in making the assessment rolls 
Mr. Beard is making an increase cf 
10 per cent right straight through. 


The natural growth of the county 


and the increase in the value of its 
property will record a showing on 
the assessor's books which the county 
may well be proud of. 
This year's 


total assessed valuation 
in 
Washoe 


county will be slightly in excess of 
nine million dollars. 


"We will make a return of a $9,000,- 


000 assessment roll." 
said 
Assessor 


Beard, discussing the matter yester- 
day. "The county is in an unusually 
prosperous condition and even making 
an increase of 10 per cent in the valua- 
tion, the property owners will pay less 
than they have in the past, as the 
levy is cut down much more than the 
increase in the basis of valuation call- 
ed for.

of the county, from the Oregon line to 
the southern part of Washoe county 
and all tell of existing prosperous con- 
ditions. The people of this county are
